AMATEUR    THEATRICALS    IN    NIC- 
IHEROy. 

A  great  art  critic,  perhaps  the  greatest  that 
the  world  has  ever  seen,  once  decreed  that 
wood  painting  is  bad  art.  Scenic  descriptions 
are  not  the  province  of  literature  in  the  same 
way  that  a  picture  need  not  tell  a  story.  As  a 
corollary  we  might  deduce  that  on  the  stage 
one  should  look  to  see  the  piny  of  emotions, 
the  mental  reflection  of  a  situation  in  con- 
junction with  certain  words. 

But  modern  usage  ordains  that  there  should 
be  a  picture  also,  and  we  have  seen  few 
prettier  ones  than  that  on  which  the  curtain 
rose  at  the  International  Club  in  Nictheroy  on 
last  Saturday  evening,  "discovering.)  three  fair 
ladies  in  a  garden  scene. 

The  play  was  called  «My  Lord  in  Livery, » 
and  represented  the  winning  of  a  bet  laid  by 
a  young  sprig  of  nobility',  a  middy  from 
H.M.S,  «PliIegethoii».  He  bad  wagered  that 
lie  would  011  a  half-hour's  acquaintance  be 
given  a  ring  by  one  of  the  three  pretty 
denizens  of  Sir  George  Amberley's  country 
house.  To  achieve  this  difficult  task  he 
devised  the  scheme  of  bribing  a  new  footman 
to  let  him  temporarily  take  his  place,  but  the 
ladies  were  warned  by  a  letter  and  they  hit 
upon  the  idea  of  frustrating  his  intention  by 
disguising  themselves  as  lady's-maid,  parlour- 
maid and  cook. 

How  the  real  footman  was  taken  for  the 
lord  and  was  made  much  of  by  the  ladies— 
how  the  butler  got  it  into  bis  poor  old  faithful 
doddering  head  that  both  the  real  footman 
and  the  Lord  in  Livery  were  burglars— and  how 
the  middy  took  advantage  of  the  mistake  'to 
extract  the  ring— the  story  told. 

The  exponents  performed  admirably,  and  the 
Miss  Sybil  of  Mrs.  Thomson  was  above 
criticism.  She  was  the  soul  of  the  piece  and 
was  dignified  even  when  thoroughly  entering 
into  the  spirit  of  the  jest.  Miss  Whyte  too,  as 
her  friend  Laura,  looked  charming  and  acted 
with  great  spirit  and  humour. 

The  butler,  Mr.  S.  Piggott,  was  a  diflicult 
character  study,  but  Mr.  Ross  Napier  is  to 
be  congratulated  on  rendering  it  extremely 
well  and  showing  considerable  talent.  Of  the 
male  performers  be  certainly  look  the  honours 
of  the  evening,  and  his  points  were  made  with 
a  precision  that  showed  careful  study. 

Mr.  Thomson,  as  the  real  footman,  took 
the  smallest  part,  but  showed  that  he 
was  worthy  of  the  best  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  be  will  in  the  near  future  give  us  some- 
thing more  suitable  to  his  undoubted-  talents. 
We  understand  that  he  was  stage  manager, 
and  if  so  is  to  be  heartily  congratulated  on 
bringing  bis  company  to  work  so  well  together 
and  on  the  perfection  of  the  arrangements. 

Mr.  Tootal  knew  bis  wards  and  worked 
hard,  but  never  seemed  quite  at  home  in  his 
part,  and  why,  oil  why,  did  lie  keep  on 
hitching  up  his  breeches?  Such  "business"  is 
only  fit  for  a  low  comedy  A.  B,  in  a  nautical 
burlesque. 

A  word  of  praise  to  Master  Campbell,  who 
made  a  capital  page. 

As  a  curtain  raiser,  Box  and  Cox  caused  con- 
siderable merriment,  and  Mr.  Wilson's  «Box» 
was  a  great  success.  He  lacked  »go»  a  little 
at  first,  but  he  warmed  into  bis  work,  and  his 
scene  with  Cox,  when  the  latter  was  telling 
his  story,  fairly  brought  down  the  house; 
never  "stagy  ,  his  gestures  were  perfectly 
natural  and  showed  a  huge  sense  of  humour. 
Cox  was  very  funny,  but  the  part  was 
perhaps  just  a  triile  exaggerated  and  reminded 
one  at  times  of  Dan  Leno.  Mr.  Ross  Napier 
should  keep  to  comedy  where  lie  excels. 

The  Mrs,  Bouncer  of  Miss  Robinson  was 
very  well  done,  but  if  she  would  allow  an  old 
stager  to  criticise  we  would  suggest  that  the 
conception  was  hardly  iibounciugx  enough  and 
just  a  little  too  refined.  Miss  Robins™  could 
not  forget  that  she  was  a  lady,  and  the  neces- 
sary touch  of  vulgarity  was  wanting. 

In  conclusion  we  would  thank  Mr,  Thomson 
and  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  assisted 
him  for  a  most  enjoyable  evening;  we  all  bad 
a  hearty  laugh  and  went  away  wondering 
when  they  would  give  the  next  performance 
and  hoping  it   would  be  soon.
